Regarding claims 1-9 and 18-26, none of the prior art of record teaches or 

suggests determining a tray matrix of the multi-die handling device; retrieving data from 
the tray map file, the data comprising unique characters correlating to each 
semiconductor device of the plurality of semiconductor devices; and marking each 
semiconductor device with the data, in combination with the rest of the claim limitations. 

Regarding claims 10-17 and 27-34, none of the prior art of record teaches or 
suggests determining a tray matrix of the at least one carrier; retrieving test data from 
the tray map file; and marking each semiconductor device of the plurality of 
semiconductor devices with the corresponding test data, in combination with the rest of 
the claim limitations.
